COAL OIL CARS. 


Did you ever hear of the poor old town 


of Springfield, the place -where legislators 
meet and toy with the moss that clings to 
the air? It is "'.< miles west of us, ami even 
at tlii* distance it lias for a long time poi3- 
oneJ the growth of the western part of our 
city. If you would be happy and keep 
awake, steer clear of Springfield and its 
famous graveyard. 
But the old town hgs 


again come before tbe people in a way to 
excite humorous attention. 
The cities on 


all sides of it, led by Uecatur, nave been 
engaged in perfecting rapid street transit. 
Tnese cities called in tbe use of electricity. 
Springfield buns on to the old mule, and 
thus afforded Fergy a market for his late 
par'ners. 
Hut the mule that was sent to 


Springfield gradually became ashamed of 
the town, and in a few weeks sought excite- 
ment in the comparatively lively land of 
death.

The con- 
trivance is made somewhere in the East, but 
usually put to work in the West. 
It has 


strength—but for that matter, so has old but- 
ter. 
It is destined to 
make walking 


in the alleys of Springfield a fashionable ne- 
cessity. It will solve the problem of rapid 
transit by starting all the people on the run. 
Probably it is" good enough for Springfield, 
especially as that distinguished portion of 
its people who rest in graveyards are not 
expected to nnke any objection. 


Behind these burning gasoline tanks the 


owners of Springfield street railways arj to 
hit.'h a lot of bobtail cars in which chick- 
ens have refused to roost. 
These cars are 


a compromise between a deserted cow shed 
and the running gears of a McGiaty wheel- 
barrow. Some of them were taken out of 
the ruins of Pompeii while others are re- 
garded as evidence of a prehistoric race in 
America. These latter were undoubtedly 
the the last efforts of the declining race, 
just before it wrapped itself in innocuous 
desuetude. A basket will be carried under 
each car to catch the mouldering fragments 
as they drop from their ancient places.

town and charge admission to the museum. 


EDITOB CALUOVN of The £L-D. has a

Jt is very true tbat nine out of tea people 
are anxious to hold up their hands and tes- 
tify that trusts are bail. It is policy for re- 
publican papers to testify to tlie same thing. 
But what the people have wanted in this 
thins is action; and where are we tu get 
that? We are told that Seuator Sherman 
lias been working for the passage of an 
anti-trust bill for a longtime, and consider- 
able sly emphasis is laid on the fact that he 
was the first man to introduce such a bill. 
But tlie question was, and possibly is 
where have sucli bills been passed?

know of a few that have become laws, but 
you don't Gnd about them the stamp of the 
U. S, Senate. 


Now there is a suspicion that tlie repub- 


lican party is friendly to the trust. It may 
be said that there is an instinctive feeling 
throughout the country that such is the 
case. Now it is useless to try to quiet the 
people by calling attention to the fact that 
Senator Sherman has introduced a bill 
against the trusts. Blaine is on the other 
side of the fence, Quay aud Carnegie don't 
say very much ou the subject, which leaves 
evprjtbiug to be inferred a^aiiist tlie popu- 
larity of their ideas. Now we would like 
to know if it K ('(intended that Sherman's 
ideas dominate the lepublican party, lie 
may intiodiiee all the bills he pleases, but 
what good will they do the men \vfio suffer, 
so long as Ulaine & Co. are pulling against 
him? 


It is the duty of every intelligent voter to 


see that the republican party shall not es- 
cape responsibility for the present absence 
of competition by pointing to Sherman's 
antics. Sherman is not dictating republican 
legislation, and there is only one man in 
this country who thinks that the Ohio Sen- 
ator lias any decisive influence. Why can't 
he have his bill passed in the Senate? Per- 
haps by the time tlie trusts become com 
panics Slieiman will be allowed to put his 
bill through. Something else will be need- 
ed then, as tlie anti-trust bill was needed 
years ago. 


But there btanil the leaders of the repub- 


lican party, the true and never-failing 
friends of all monopolies. There are less 
than a half dozen of them who can dictate 
and control all legislation in republican 
bodies. When those mtn push through a 
bill to help the poorer and middle c'asses, 
we will be ready to listen to a story of re- 
publican honesty and sincerity. 
I!ut don't 


ask us to believe something on the strength 
of Sherman's efforts. 
That man has conic 


very nearly makiiigliiraself one of the joke? 
of the party. 
Point us to the acts of repub- 


licans who are in a position to do some- 
thing.
